adding four foul shots for a-total 
of 18, while “old reliable’ Don 
Richards held up the Green and 
White tally with a like total on 
five buckets and eight free tosses. 
Two other Jaguars hit the double 
figures, as six foot one Frank 
Giambattists rang up 12 and Tiny 
(6-4) Cline totaled 10,
